Lacking any merchants’ 
association or ratepayer 
group, the Initiative for such a 
project would normally be 
expected to come from the 
community's parent body, the 
Chinese Consolidated 
Benevolent Association 
<CCBA). 

The CCBA is an umbrella 
organization embracing all 
the Chinese clan, locality. 


fraternity and recreational 
clubs and societies. 

In the days of ar\ti-Chinese 
prejudice, the CCBA helped 
immigrants find their footing 
in Victoria and represented 
the local community in 
dealings with Canadian and 
Chinese governments. 

The CCBA still administers 
the Chinese Public School — 
which gives Chinese children 
primary education in their 
mother-tongue after public 
school hours — the Chinese 


Hospital and the Chinese 
Cemetery. 

But it is now more oi a 
cultural bastion rather than 
an active political 
organization And its critics 
claim it is too large and un¬ 
wieldy. even too 
"democratic," to have any 
real teeth. Decisions take a 
long time. 

The CCBA has had financial 
difficulties over the past 
couple of decades and does not

Mediator move 
stymies nurses 


Registered nurses have 
been stymied in their in¬ 
tentions to strike at three B.C. 
hospitals by the an¬ 
nouncement that a provincial 
mediator is being appointed in 
the dispute between the 
Registered Nurses 
Association of B.C. and B.C. 
Hospitals Association. 

Labor Minister Bill King 
says he will appoint a 
mediator. 

The move came just four 
days before nurses at Royal 
Columbian Hospital in New 


Westminster were due to walk 
off the job in an effort to win 
higher wages in their new 
contract. 

Nurses at Royal Jubilee and 
at Vancouver General had 
also voted to strike, but had 
not posted strike notice. 

Under B.C. labor laws 
neither a strike or a lockout is 
permitted while a mediator is 
involved in a labor dispute. 

Negotiations have been 
deadlocked over the nurses 
demands for an increase in 
the present wage differential 


between registered and 
practical nurses, a dif¬ 
ferential that decreased 
dramatically when the 
practical nurses won wage 
parity with orderlies last fall. 

Before that settlement 
registered nurses earned $112 
a month more than practical 
nurses. 

A tentative agreement, 
rejected by 70 per cent of 
provincial nurses, would have 
put the differential at $60 a 
month.

when home needs furniture 


A woman is never prettier or more aggravating than when 
she’s trying to adjust herself to a new home or. more accurately, 
to adjust a new home to herself. 

I’ve been watching the process now for the several weeks 
since we moved into our Saltspring beach-side cottage, Offhand 
Manor, and marvelling at it. 

A man. you see. may feel he belongs in a place from the 
moment he moves in. If there’s a fire in the grate, a pilsener on 
theiceanda book on a shelf. I’m home We react to atmosphere, 
as the interior decorators call it. but we re seldom aware of 
missing it when it isn’t there The female knows when it isn’t, 
wants it and will move heaven and hell to get it. 

Hotel rooms, for instance When we check into a room I 
walk over to the window and stand there looking out. The room 
is, to me. simply a geographical point momentarily fixing my 
position with the rest of the world and the solar system. But my 
wife will always sit on the bed or stand at the door, looking in¬ 
ward. absorbing color, furniture arrangement and lighting. 


testing the accumulative mood and finding it good or bad. It had 
better be good. 

Nothing demonstrates this mystique of woman more 
dramatically than the business of Placing the Furniture. It is 
Placing the Furniture that accounts for these great, sooty 
satchels beneath my eyes and that subtle fragrance of linament 
that follows me wherever I go. 

It seems so simple There’s a good place for the chester¬ 
field.

She only 
knows that when it is Bight. Even more remarkable any two 
women will almost always agree when the desired effect is 
realized. 

The pictures are even more of a problem. We happen to 
possess a wild assortment of oils and water-colors, accumulated 
by whim and accident over the long years, ranging from French 
Impressionist to Siwash Primitive.

that the room is friendlier and warmer than it was before, and. 
if you’ve any brains at all. you’ll swiftly acknowledge the in¬ 
finite wisdom of woman and her way of making a house a home.

With the tabling of her white paper on education in the 
legislature last week, the criticism resumed. 

The five-page document is a poor excuse for a white paper. 
It is a vague outline of five areas where the change in the public 
school system is needed, but it includes no ideas or recom¬ 
mendations for government action to make these changes. 

Dailly said of the white paper; “It is not our intention to 
prescribe, at this time, the specific solutions to the problems as 
we see it." 

Well, it’s about time she did.

months, listening to experts and setting up task forces and 
committees. 

The white paper was expected to outline the result of all this 
talk, and give a clear indication of a government program for 
change. That it is only the beginning of another round of “public 
discussion" by education department officials and government- 
appointed study groups is disappointing. 

Jim MacFarlan, B.C. Teacher’s Federation president, said 
he thinks Dailly is trying to turn the clock back and have a 
second try at generating the kind of public debate on education 
that Bremer failed to do in his year as education commissioner. 

But how much public debate will be sparked by a white 
paper that says things like: “The opportunity for suitable 
education should be provided to all children", or “The system 
must be equitable in the provision of educational opportunity ." 

It’s hard to argue with that kind of platitude, and that’s 
probably why they were written. By stating a definite govern¬ 
ment plan of action, Dailly would have left herself open to 
criticism, and she’s been on the defensive for months. 

Few would question the sincerity of Dailly's interest in 
improving education in B.C. And on the few occasions when she 
has actually done something — providing extra money to im¬ 
prove the student-teacher ratio, or abolishing school capital 
referendums — her actions have won general support. 

It’s her indecision and her year-long bungled attempts to 
promote public discussion about education that continually get 
her into trouble, and it’s that which must change.

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appear to have the working 
capital to spearhead any 
major Chinatown 
revitalization, even though 
president Ken Cliee considers 
such a scheme would be “good 
for the city and good for 
Chinese Victorians." 

Last year it applied to City 
Hall for tax exemption on the 
Chinese School building but 
was turned down. 

And Chee says an attempt to 
generate revenue by making a 
tourist attraction out of a 
display of Temple figurines on 
the upper floors of the building 
“didn’t do too good." 

Over the past two years, 
Victoria Chinatown Lions 
Club — a relatively wealthy 
service club — has been trying 
to arrange with the CCBA to 
build a Chinese community 
centre. 

The idea was for the Lions 
Club to put up the cash for the 
structure and for the CCBA to 
provide the land — a parking 
lot behind the CCBA building 
on Fisgard. 

Chee says the scheme was 
unacceptable because the 
CCBA relies on revenue from 
the parking lot to finance the 
school. 

Lions Club past-president 
Danny Bong said the club has 
now dropped the idea of a 
community centre, unless 
some other piece of property 
can be found, and is con¬ 
sidering creating a drop-in 
centre for Chinatown 
residents, many of them 
elderly bachelors barred from 
bringing their families with 
them when emigrating to 
Canada. 

Says Bong; “They don’t 
have any relatives, have 
nobody to turn to, nobody to 
care for . . . they don’t cause 
any trouble, they’re so old and 
with such limited funds there 
isn’t much they can do." 

And yet, paradoxically, it is 
these elderly residents who 
keep alive the real Chinatown 
spirit. 

Some live communal-style 
in hidden courtyards the 
general public never sees, 
with a fondness for the area’s 
cafe society and a penchant 
for gambling. 

These residents are hard to 
get to know without a guide. 
As Bong points out: "They’re 
suspicious of strangers, they 
have been suppressed for 
quite a long time." 


“foreign” redevelopment 
appears as great as the hope 
of what it could gain in sen¬ 
sitive renewal. 

UVic geography professor 
David Lai. author of the only 
modern survey of the area, 
writes: its (Chinatown's) 
chief historic value lies not in 
Fisgard Street itself, but in 
what is behind its shop 
facades: the old brick 
buildings and intricate net¬ 
works of picturesque, narrow 
alleys and arcades. 

“This hidden section of 
Chinatown, unknown to the 
public, is looked upon by the 
Chinese as a socio- 
psychological well to which 
they can return and refresh 
themselves. 

“The rehabilitation of its 
existing buildings, inner 
courtyards and alleys for a 
variety of institutional, 
commercial and residential 
uses would accomplish the 
goal of creating a viable 
historic entity."

An Express reporter and 
photographer visited two of 
these inner courtyards and in 
both instances were told in no 
uncertain terms that they 
were trespassing on private 
property 

Impatient with inquisitive 
strangers, older residents 
nevertheless welcome yopng 
western artisans moving into 
the area in search of space to 
work, cheap rents and “at¬ 
mosphere." 

Laird Campbell, a 30-year- 
old ex-Glasgow sculptor and 
artist, has taken up lodgings 
in BawlPs property at 532 
Fisgard. 

He thinks Chinatown could 
provide the answer for in¬ 
dependent-minded people who 
want to "work for them¬ 
selves" and, with a minimum 
investment, practice such 
skills as welding, glass- 
blowing and workshop ac¬ 
tivity generally. 


What he fears about any 
Chinatown redevelopment is 
that the "real estate com¬ 
munity living off the initiative 
of single businessmen" will 
push up.rents. 

Watson Maries, of Watson’s 
Antiques at 1714 Government, 
points out that over-zealous 
building restoration in Vic¬ 
toria has meant bankruptcy 
for many small businessmen. 

He would like Chinatown to 
be redeveloped to a minimum 
level with buildings restored 
so as to "comply with the laws 
only."

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Glimmer of hope rises on debtors' horizon 


Almost everyone is a 
debtor. And with a continually 
increasing cost of living and 
emphasis on credit buying, 
almost everyone but the very 
rich occasionally finds his 
debts piling up to un¬ 
manageable amounts. 

It's a familiar chain of 
events, a steady stream of 
letters from the creditor, 
starting off with "friendly 
reminders" and becoming 
progressively more un¬ 
friendly. 

If the creditor is still unpaid, 
the next step is to call in a 
collection agency. Then the 
debtor is faced with constant 
demands for payment, usually 
through telephone calls and 


letters with quasi-legal 
phrasing threatening "no 
alternative but to pursue this 
matter in court." 

At this point, many debtors 
panic and, one way or 
another, scrape up the money. 
In many cases they resort to 
borrowing from a high in¬ 
terest-charging finance 
company and find themselves 
even further in debt. 

B.C. Consumer Affairs 
Minister Phyllis Young 
believes there has to be a 
better way of dealing with 
debtor-creditor problems, and 
last week in the legislature 
she introduced the Debtor 
Assistance Act. 

It’s designed to bridge the 


communication gap between 
debtor and creditor and it 
authorizes establishment of a 
special government branch to 
give counselling assistance to 
consumers who seek help. 

The idea is to assist the. 
debtor in working out 
satisfactory arrangements for 
settling debts — by arranging 
meetings between creditor 
and debtor, seeking to im¬ 
prove understanding between 
them and working out 
payment terms acceptable to 
each. 

This kind of approach, 
according to Young, might 
well obviate the role of the 
collection agency. 

"But it wouldn't hurt, 


really, if that happens.” she 
said. 

Victoria’s collection 
agencies, however, don't yet 
feel threatened by the 
legislation. 

R. G. D. Gallard, manager 
of Gallard's Collection 
Agency, says "it appears the 
government just wishes to 
counsel individuals who are 
experiencing serious financial 
difficulties. 

"I’m not really worried 
about being put out of 
business, but maybe the 
government should have 
asked us what we think about 
the legislation ... We do debt 
counselling ourselves." 

Gallard added that his 


agency has never had any 
trouble living with the 
government’s regulations 
which control collection 
agency tactics. 

"We've never resorted to 
harassment — phoning people 
after hours, on Sundays or 
that sort of thing." 

John Ellis, manager of the 
Credit Bureau of Victoria, 
says he doesn’t think the 
legislation "will make a hell of 
a lot of difference. 

“But if it helps the debtor 
who sincerely wants to get out 
of debt, then it will be good. If 
it is used to help people who 
are out to take advantage of 
the system, it will be bad." 

Financial Collection Agency 


manager Geff Dirk doesn't 
see “any danger’’ to his 
business "in the immediate 
future. We're still a little in 
the dark and would like to find 
out more, but I don't think a 
debtor counselling service will 
affect us." 

Manager of the local Better 
Business Bureau, Bill Tindall, 
says the general concept of 
the legislation is "excellent in 
theory ... but I'm inclined to 
think the priority should be on 
education rather than 
assistance after the fact. 

"On a long-range basis," 
Tindall said, "we should look 
at a program whereby in¬ 
dividuals are restricted to 


credit purchasing on the basis 
of their income.” 

He added that the Debtor 
Assistance Act won’t likely 
put the collection agencies out 
of business. 

"By the time a debtor is in 
trouble so far, the collection 
agency's function is out of the 
'picture. You can’t get blood 
out of a stone." 

Tindall said he "doesn’t 
doubt that in some instances 
harassment is used” by the 
agencies, but "many people 
being pressed for money are 
going to be mad about 
whatever tactics are used.” 


Tourist 

grant 

blasted 

Oak Bay will give $2,300 to 
the new Greater Victoria 
Visitor Information Centre 
but Aid. Doug McLelland 
wants the tourist industry to 
pay the whole cost. 

He sees no reason why 
homeowners should be taxed 
to help those benefiting from 
the tourist dollar. 

"I do not believe an old age 
pensioner on Monterey 
Avenue should subsidize one 
of the richest industries in 
B.C.," McLelland told council 
at the meeting in which the 
$2,300 was voted. 

“Tourists are the raw 
material of the tourist in¬ 
dustry,” he claimed, "just as 
a service station requiries raw 
materials. But service 
stations don’t ask us to sub¬ 
sidize them. If a business 
requires some sort of public 
relations it deals with it as 
part of its business budget." 

Terry Farmer, president of 
the information centre, told 
council it would receive $500 
for each of its two information 
booths from the provincial 
government 

Farmer asserted that 
money was needed to get the 
centre on its feet, that 
members of the tourist in¬ 
dustry should be able to 
finance the centre operation 
completely "within three or 
four years." 

He added that money was 
needed, not to promote 
tourism, but to answer 
questions asked by tourists 
once they arrived in the city. 

With the exception of 
McLelland, council agreed 
with Aid. Doug Watts that the 
centre be given the grant in 
older to get it "seeded."

Canada Rice 
has upped its wholesale prices 
three times in the last year to 
52 cents a pound, says Tetlock. 

"The price of rice has been 
going up since September

"Climatic conditions the 
world over had affected crops 
to such an extent that former 
world producers became 
buyers and the demand 
snowballed from there." 

Most rice used in Canada is 
produced in Louisiana. Texas 
and Arkansas, he explained.

Pear trees 


may grow 
into symbols 


A pair of pear trees 106 
years old may become 
showcase symbols of a 
diminishing Saanich economy 
when Shelbourne Street is 
rebuilt into a divided highway 
leading to Mt. Douglas Park. 

The two venerable trees 
planted by pioneer settler 
James Tod in 1858 are the last 
of an orchard which once 
produced fruit for the table of 
Governor Sir James Douglas. 

Saanich council, to whose 
attention the trees were drawn 
by history campaigner Ursula 
Jupp, 2254 Arbutus, will keep 
the trees in mind when con¬ 
struction begins at the nor¬ 
thwest corner of Shelbourne 
and Kenmore. 

"These trees I feel — and I 
think you would feel too," 
wrote Mrs. Jupp, "are worthy 
of preservation as the oldest 


evidence of the coming of the 
farmer to Gordon Head." 

She said the trees are both 
historic and beautiful and 
effort to save them would be 
well worth the trouble. They 
would symbolize the role of 
agriculture in the develop¬ 
ment of Saanich as the Garden 
Municipality. 

Municipal engineer Bob 
Daye, noting there are no 
immediate plans to widen 
Shelbourne at that point, said 
saving one of the trees would 
present no difficulty, but the 
other one is situated on the 
property line. 

Aid. William Noel, who has 
property in the neighborhood, 
said he could "see no reason 
why both could not be saved" 
by making a slight curve in 
the dual carriageway plan.

Commissioner fired 
for lack of results 


Former education com¬ 
missioner John Bremer was 
not fired because his ideas 
clashed with the government 
but because he didn’t produce 
any results, the legislature 
was told last week. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly said Bremer did not 
produce “one piece of paper” 
with interim recom¬ 

mendations during his nine 
months as education czar. 

Dailly was defending the 
government’s dismissal of 
Bremer last January and the 
severance of his 3Mi year 
contract at a cost of $58,000. 

She said it was because 
there was a complete “lack of 
content and recom¬ 

mendations” from Bremer 
that he was fired and not 
because of any problem with 


his professional abilities. 

Premier Barrett, who 
initiated Bremer’s firing by 
telling a television audience 
the commissioner had been “a 
bit of a flop," also defended 
Bremer's professional status 
and said he would even write 
him a letter of recom¬ 
mendation. 

The topic of Bremer came 
up in discussion on Dailly’s 
spending estimates, when 
Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said Bremer had 
replied to the tabling of 
Dailly’s white paper with his 
own white paper. 

Wallace said the former 
commissioner’s paper 
recommends five separate 
pieces of legislation and a 
system of 12 regional com¬ 
munity education boards. 


The recommendations 
would cut the education 
department’s staff in half and 
result in greater decen¬ 
tralization of educational 
authority, said Wallace. 

Bremer, who was in the 
public galleries while his work 
was discussed, said he had 
never presented his recom¬ 
mendations in any formal way 
but had explained them orally 
to Dailly at least once during 
his tenure in office. 

He said he had been 
disturbed that he received no 
commitment from Dailly on 
his recommendations and 
added that his contract was 
for 3Vfe years and he didn’t 
expect to have to do all his 
work in three months.

Meanwhile, police sources 
said Anne had been shadowed 
for several days before the 
kidnap attempt by uniden¬ 
tified person or persons. 

Detectives said they still 
believe the attack was the 
work of one man, Ian Ball, 26, 
who has been charged with 
attempted murder of Anne's 
bodyguard.

Japan oblivious 
to oil problems 


TOKYO — If the rising cost 
of oil is threatening the 
booming economy of Japan, 
you wouldn't know it by 
walking down the Ginza. 

Tokyo restaurants still are 
importing tuna from Nova 
Scotia and live shrimp from 
the Gulf of Mexico and the 
expense-account crowd that 
patronizes these . exotic 
beaneries isn’t particularly 
worried about the future. 

"In the early days of the 
energy crisis, I used to say 
that we have got to rethink our 
whole economic strategy, that 
we must restructure our 
society,” one of Japan’s more 
thoughtful and in- 
internationally - minded 


politicians said. "Now I think 
we’re going to muddle 
through’ as the British put it. 
We have to make some major 
adjustments to take account 
of the new price structure for 
oil. But our economy is going 
to continue to grow.” 

Japan is especially 
vulnerable to the energy crisis 
because it must import almost 
all its raw materials, in¬ 
cluding aluminum, copper, 
iron ore, coking coal and, of 
course, oil. 

It is on these imported raw 
materials that the country’s 
106 million people largely rely 
to support the world’s third 
largest economy.

one from the government's 
Food Prices Review Board 
reaffirming its opposition to 
the price increase on the 
grounds it is not warranted. 

Last week the government 
rejected the idea of price 
controls on selected com¬ 
modities but Jim McGrath,

A House trial 
on Watergate? 


Much of Japan’s economic 
boom stems from its steel 
industry. The Japanese have 
the newest and mo6t efficient 
plants in the world and from 
them come 120 million tons a 
year, close behind the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Since the steel industry got 
back on its feet after the 
Second World War, production 
has doubled every four or five 
years. But executives see a 
slowdown coming. 

No one seems unduly 
alarmed, however, for the 
simple reason that no one can 
produce steel as cheaply or 
efficiently as the Japanese. 
Some mills are even going 
ahead with expansion plans 
because demand remains high 
in Japan and elsewhere. 

But what will the Japanese 
do if their sources of iron ore 
and coking coal are cut back? 

“We have a uniquely 
Japanese organization, the 
multi-purpose trading com¬ 
pany,” said one steel 
executive with a smile. “We 
can depend on them to find us 
the materials we need, from 
whatever corner of the 
globe.” 

There i§ some concern by 
members of the Japanese 
economic community, but 
within the official establish¬ 
ment — businessmen, 
politicians and government 
officials — the view prevails 
that Japan will get by even 
with oil going at more than $10 
a barrel. Once world prices 
are adjusted, they reason, 
Japanese exports will con¬ 
tinue to be as competitive as 
ever. 


WASHINGTON - The 
chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, Rep. 
Peter W. Rodino <D—N.J.), 
has warned that the White 
House bid for an adversary 
role in the impeachment 
inquiry over Watergate could 
turn House proceedings into a 
full-scale trial and usurp the 
U.S. Senate's role as sole 
judge of President Richard 
Nixon's conduct in office. 

He made his remarks 
following a day of wrangling 
in the judiciary committee 
over a request by Nixon’s 
lawyers for the right to cross- 
examine witnesses and in¬ 
troduce evidence. 

A split between Republican 
and Democrat members of the 
committee has resulted but 
Rodino told newsmen the U.S. 
constitution gives the House 
the sole power to impeach, or 
prefer charges against the 
president, and the Senate sole 
power to try him. 

In other developments: 

—The U.S. Court of Appeals 
refused to withhold a secret 
grand jury report on Nixon’s 
role in Watergate from the 
House impeachment in¬ 
vestigation and lawyers had 
until last night to decide on a 
further appeal to the Supreme 
Court; 

—Special Watergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
subpoenaed more documents 
from White House files, 


believed to involve cases 
surrounding the milk fund. 
International Telephone and 
Telegraph, election fund 
contributions and the erasure 
of 18' minutes from one of the 
White House tapes; 

—Rose Mary Woods. 
Nixon's personal secretary, 
gave more than four hours of 
clo6ed-door testimony under 
oath to the Senate Watergate 
Committee which her lawyers 
described as "the same 
questions, the same answers" 
she had gone through before; 

—The president's younger 


brother. Donald Nixon, is 
retiring April 15 as vice- 
president of a Washington- 
hased hotel and restaurant 
chain. He is 59. An an¬ 
nouncement from the 
Marriott Corp. said Donald 
Nixon "has been in ill health 
in recent months.”

VANCOUVER - Most 
people call it composure 
Former coach Gary Taylor 
called it poise. Coach bon 
Horwood describes it simply 
as ••cool.” 

Whatever name is 
preferred. Oak Bay Bays 
displayed it Saturday night at 
Pacific Coliseum to suc¬ 
cessfully defend their title at 
the 29th annual B.C. higtj 
school boys' basketball 
championship. 

In taking the crown for the 
second straight year. Bays 
became the first team to take 
the title in straight years since 
Duke of Connaught Dukes, 
under Ken Wright — a 
member of the B.C. High 
School Boys’ Basketball 
Association's board of 
directors — were winners in 
1950. 1951 and 1952 

The Bays overcame a nine- 
point deficit in the second half 
of the championship game to 
down Kamloops Red Devils, 
5:1-50. in a thrilling finish 
which almost matched the 
Bays' 54-53, come-from- 


Bay 

behind victory over Killarney 
Cougars in Friday’s semi¬ 
finals. 

Bays, pre-tournament picks 
by most observers, opened the 
four-day tourney with a 77-53 
triumph over Templeton and 
appeared to be in no difficulty 
in the quarter-final round by 
dumping Centennial Cen¬ 
taurs. 78-56, Thursday. 

But the Victoria and District 
league and Vancouver Island 
champions needed every 
ounce of “cool” they could 
master to scrape by Cougars 
and were tested further by 
Red Devils, who sported a six- 
foot-ll centre named A1 
Chappie. 

Chappie, later named the 
tourney's most valuable 
player, proved to be a big 
problem for Bays, and centre 
Dave Kirzinger. who was 
assigned the tough task of 
checking the lanky 18-year- 
old 

Oak Bay held a 15-14 lead 
after the first 10 -minute 
quarter but Kirzinger picked 


up his third foul at I 59 of the 
second quarter and was 
replaced by Brian Mann 
Chappie and his teammates 
took advantage of Kirzinger’s 
absence and proceeded to 
riddle the Bays' man-to-man 
defence to come out with a 34- 
25 lead by the half Chappie 
accounted for 14 of Kamloops' 
34 points. 

Horwood then called for 
some changes in strategy at 
the intermission. 

"We made a couple of ad¬ 
justments,” Horwood began 
“They were using a 1-2-2 zone 
in the first half. We were 
having a lot of trouble getting 
the ball into the middle and I 
felt in order for us to get inside 
on Chappie and cause him. 
hopefully, to foul us. we were 
going to have to get the ball 
into the middle 


“So in the second half. I told 
our forwards to get the ball 
down low to David < Kirzinger) 
that forced Allen (Chappie) 
to come out to the ball and that 
left Evan (Jones* coming 


right down the middle - so 
David just turned <andi fired 
it down to Evan. As a result, 
he picked up a couple of 
baskets and he also caused 
■ Kevin* Powell and Chappie 
to foul him a couple of times. 

“So that kind of opened up 
their zone and then they went 
to man-to-man and it took us a 
while to adjust to it but I knew 
that once we got them to man- 
to-man then we could come 
lack on them." 

Chappie, who only had one 
foul against him in the 
opening half, followed Kir¬ 
zinger outside the key and 
began to pick up fouls. 
Chappie got into trouble w hen 
the fourth foul was called on 
him late in the third quarter 

Kamloops' coach Jack 
Buckham pulled Chappie at 
8:06 of the third quarter and 
the Bays inched to w ithin four 
points at 46-42 by the end of the 
period. 

Both teams had shooting 
problems in the early part of 
the final quarter but Steve 


Pescod. who was extremely 
steady for the Bays in the 
march to the title, finally 
broke the drought with jast 
over six minutes showing on 
the clock 

Pescod. who is one of four 
players eligible to return next 
season, brought the Bays to 
withih two points in the last 
quarter and Jones, sinking 
one of two foul shots, got Bays 
to within one point at 50-49 

The tying and winning 
points were scored by guard 
Tim Carlson with I 38 left but 
things took a turn for the 
worse when Jones fouled out 
at 8:35. 

However. Jones’ 
replacement. Brian Mann, 
fired a 15-foot jumper with 60 
seconds showing on the clock 
and then batted a Kamloops 
pass to teammate Rob Parris 

and the Bays kept control until 
the final buzzer to capture the 
George Sparling Trophy for 
the fourth time in 14 attempts. 

"Also at halftime,” Hor¬ 
wood continued. “1 was very 


careful to say to them that we 
can t come out in the second 
half and w in this ball game in 
the first three minutes. 

“I said all I want you to do is 
outscore them in the next 20 
minutes. I said you've got to 
stay poised, now more than 
ever. And. well. I don’t have to 
tell you. they sure stayed 
poised. 

The lack of that poise, or 
"cool” as Horwood had been 
calling it all during the 
tournament, almost cost the 
Bays the title, Friday. 

Meeting a hustling 
Killarney Cougar squad which 
was only seeded second from 
the Lower Mainland zone and 
rated seventh in a Vancouver 
newspaper poll of the 16 
teams. Bays blew a 46-39 
halftime lead when Don Sch¬ 
midt sank a basket at 7:14 of 
the final quarter to give the 
Vancouver club a 53-52 lead. 

The Bays made two crucial 
turnovers after that and also 
missed two shots. And things 
looked bleak when Cougars 
gained possession in their own 
zone with 40 seconds 
remaining 


Coach Dick Mark of the 
Cougars called a time out with 
35 seconds showing on the 
scoreboard clock and 25 
seconds showing on the 30- 
second clocks. The obvious 
strategy was to keep control of 
the ball for as long as possible. 

That strategy didn't work, 
however, when Dean Barkley, 
who had the ball, was called 
for charging with 12 seconds 
left. 

With more than 3.000 
spectators screaming, the 
Bays didn't hear Horwood 
yelling for a time out and the 
ball ended up in Kirzinger s 
hands about 12 feet out and the 
centre sent a jumper through 
the hoop with three seconds 
left to give the Bays the win. 

“We certainly didn't 
deserve to win that ball 
game,” commented an 
amazed Horwood. 

The Cougars bounced back 
Saturday to take third place 
with a 70-61 win over St. 
Thomas More Knights, who 
just made it into the tourney 
by claiming the fourth - and 
final — Lower Mainland 
berth. 


Hope Mustangs took fourth 
place by defeating Centennial. 
68-54. and Templeton Titans, 
selected the most sport¬ 
smanlike team of the tour¬ 
nament. grabbed fifth spot 
with a 79-73 decision over 
Terrace Kermodes. 

The Red Devils, picked 
behind Oak Bay and Mt. 
Douglas Rams before the 
tourney began, had easy 
victories before bumping into 
Oak Bay. The Red Devils 
dumped Rams. 78-65. in the 
opening round, knocked off 
Hope. 85-60. in the quarter¬ 
finals and beat St Thomas 
More. 76-61. in the semi¬ 
finals. 

Courtenay Towhees, the 
third Vancouver Island team 
in the event, dropped an 
opening-round 62-57 decision 
to West Vancouver 
Highlanders and came up with 
a 71-58 triumph over Prince 
George Polars before being 
edged, 50-49, by Templeton.

Slumping Blues 
hit sour note 


St. Louis Blues, an unhappy 
club reportedly beset by 
owner interference which 
hasn’t brought unanimous 
support, are about to lose their 
proudest distinction. 

They may yet earn more 
points (67) than they did in the 
1971-72 season, but there is no 
longer any reasonable hope 
that they are to get a seventh 
successive playoff season. 

The only expansion club 
never to have missed National 
Hockey League playoffs, the 
Blues have won only twice and 
managed only eight points in 
24 games played since Feb. 2. 

Two weekend defeats, a 7-3 
pasting by Canadiens in 
Montreal on Saturday and a 4- 
1 setback from the Flyers in 
Philadelphia on Sunday, 
boosted their latest losing 
streak to four games and 
extended an unbeaten streak 
through a sixth game. Not 
only have the Blues lost their 


playoff hopes but they may 
have to struggle to hold sixth 
place from Pittsburgh 
Penguins. 

With only six games left, the 
Blues were eight points out of 
fourth place when they 
completed their Sunday af¬ 
ternoon chores against the 
Flyers. 

Big reason for the slump has 
been a sudden turn in the 
club’s defensive play. Due 
mainly to a steady defence 
backed by good goalkeeping, 
the Blues were solidly en¬ 
trenched in third place less 
than two months ago. A 6-1 
romp over Buffalo Sabres on 
Feb. 2 put them at 22-19-7 for 
the season, and they were 
ambitiously eyeing the 
second-place Chicago Black 
Hawks, then only nine points 
away. 

Suddenly, the Blues couldn’t 
beat anyone. Their skid, 
halted only by a 7-1 rout of

Art and urban studies 
intermingled this year 
in Grade 11 classes at 
Mt. Douglas senior 
secondary school. 

One result is the pen-and-ink 
drawing of Quonley’s grocery 
on Government, which 
student Lome Carnes did as a 
social studies assignment 
instead of writing an essay. 

That drawing, and others on 
this page, are examples of the 
quality of art being produced 
by local high school students. 

Carnes spent 50 hours of 
painstaking effort on the 
drawing, which was on 
display at Mt. Doug in 
January and gained him a 
reputation as an artist around 
the school. 

He has made drawings and 
posters for school sports 
teams and was recently 
commissioned by Greater 
Victoria school bodrd to make 
a drawing of South Park 
elementary school, which is 
due to close in June. 

Carnes says he particularly 
likes drawing buildings, and 
would like to become an ar¬ 
chitect. 

His fellow Grade 11 students 
in both art and social studies 
have also been working on 
drawings, scale models and 
maps as part of their study of 
the city. 

The nude drawing by Mt. 
View Grade 12 student Katie 
Scoones is the result of a six- 
week life drawing class which 
art teacher Jennifer McIntyre 
thinks was the first held in the 
province for high school 
students. 

The class couldn’t be held in 
the school or during school 
hours, so space was obtained 
at the University of Victoria 
and students helped pay for 
the models they sketched in 
the six evening sessions. 

Scoones says the life 
drawing classes were a 
valuable experience and she 
plans to continue her art 
studies next year, specializing 
in clay sculpture. 

Graham Falk, a Grade 11 
student at Oak Bay senior 
secondary school, did his 
linoleum cut, City Centre, in a 
graphic arts class last 
semester.

Varsities given 
promise of funds 


The province’s three public 
universities will get additional 
funds from the provincial 
government to help them 
meet inflated operating ex¬ 
penses, Premier Dave Barrett 
and Fducation Minister 
Eileen Dailly have promised. 

Dailly told the house Friday 
the presidents of the three 
universities asked last week 
for an extra $4.8 million, 
almost half as much as the 
increase already given by the 
government for operating 
expenses this year 

Some of this money will be 
given, said Dailly, but how 
much will not be known until 
the matter is taken up at 
treasury board, probably 
within the next few weeks. 

Government grants to the 
universities increased in the 
1974 -75 budget by $10 million 
— from $100 million to $110 
million — and university 
administrations have 
criticized the increase as 
hopelessly inadequate to allow 
for inflation and wage in¬ 
creases. 

Meanwhile, Premier 
Barrett Friday coupled his 
promise of more funds to the 
universities with a slap at 
present academic operations, 
particularly at UBC. 

“We recognize that inflation 
has hit the universities as it 
has other areas and we are 
now actively considering a 
further grant toward their 
operation costs,” Barrett 
promised on a CBC radio 
interview. 

Barrett said the grant will 
be on top of extra financial aid 


promised by the education 
minister to allow for in¬ 
flationary trends. 

He said he wants to see the 
universities develop their 
services Tight out into the 
community.” 

“It doesn't do much for the 
native Indian population to 
have more totem poles at the 
university than native Indian 


students," he said, adding 
universities could do projects 
in specific areas of the 
province, such as Indian 
reserves and poverty areas. 

"Engineering students, for 
example, might want to build 
a bridge or help develop a 
road in some reserve and 
relate that to part of their 
professional training." 


INCOMES CUT' 


"We are concerned that 
UBC has an academic year 
that is eight months long for a 
full program. Of course, they 
do run summer programs but 
they don’t provide full ser¬ 
vices during the summer." 

Barrett said he favors 
bringing full services to a 
quarterly or trimester 
system. 


faculty calls meet 


The University of Victoria 
Faculty Association will hold 
an emergency meeting 
Thursday to discuss what it 
terms "a two-per-cent cut in 
our income." 

A letter sent to all faculty 
members points out that basic 
increase in salaries for the 
university teaching staff 
would be 8 per cent. Con¬ 
sidering the 10-per-cent in¬ 
flationary rate, the letter 
says, "we are getting a two- 
per-cent cut in our real in¬ 
come." 

The letter also warns that 
the provincial government’s 
failure to increase its grant to 
universities by more than 9 
per cent will result in a 
deterioration of university 
standards. 

"There is also a danger that 
student enrolment might drop 


from the more direct cause of 
higher tuition fees, should 
universities in this province 
be forced to raise them 
because of inadequate 
government grants," the 
letter says.

COUNCIL EASY 
ON DEVELOPMENT 

NORTH COWICHAN—A motion to declare a 
moratorium on all subdivision developments in the 
municipality was rejected by council* 

The motion was made by Aid. Ron McKinnon after an 
hour’s discussion on a proposed 55-unit subdivision on 150 
acres of land in the Biggins-Vimy Roads area. The 
development is being proposed by Stirling Estates Ltd. 
Each lot would comprise two acres. Council will make a 
decision at its April 3 meeting. 

Mayor Gerry Smith said the developers could go 
ahead and develop the area in 10-unit blocks at a time. 
Aid. John Cannon said this possibility requires a revision 
of zoning regulations and the municipality should get 
involved immediately with community planning. 

At that point McKinnon asked for the moratorium on 
further developments “until all questions have been 
answered.” 

The mayor replied that when agricultural land 
reserve plans come from Victoria “we will hire Ken 
Stinson (regional planner) to do a municipal plan.”

Some council members 
thought that if future property owners could not find 
sufficient water, the municipality could be asked to 
supply water.

accompanying 100 new em¬ 
ployees in a community and 
the taxpayers are faced with a 
long-term debt of more than $6 
million. 

It would be a long time, and 
perhaps never, before the 
community could pay the cost 
of attracting one hundred new 
employees. 

Sometimes, to provide 
gainful, interesting em¬ 
ployment for its own young 
people and prevent a brain 
drain to other states — it is 
sensible to recruit clean, 
progressive industry. But only 
in that context can one defend 
the increased taxes resulting 
from new employees. Given 
the temper of our time, few 
people would vote for higher 
taxes if they understood that 
they were needed primarily to 
enable retailers to make more 
sales. 

In 1972, Oregon was host to 
ten million tourists, a number 
five times the population of 
the state. It was a record, but 
even before it was reached we 
had begun to wonder openly 
about the limit. How many 
feet can walk upon a state 
before the scenery and 
resources the visitors came to 
enjoy are trampled un-, 
derfoot? 

As close as we are to zero 
population growth, there will 
be an annual population in¬ 
crease until well into the 2lst 
century. 

As young people become 
taxpaying, wage-earning 
adults, they need a place to 
live. The pressure for land to 
build a home on will intensify. 

Unless we prevent it, the 
first land to be used will be the 
fertile farmlands. 
Economically, it is better to 
build on flat ground and 
rolling hills than it is in the 
shaggy rocks, but only in a 
limited perspective. In the 
long run, the cost erf losing 
magnificent farmland is 
immense and eternal. 

It is true that people have to 
live somewhere But is it not 
true that they will continue to 
accept the dullest offerings of 
vapid thinkers. It is possible to 
put 40 or 50 families in a 
cluster surrounded by open 
space that would consume less 
land and offer far more 
happiness than a ticky-tacky 
tract house with a twenty-foot 
setback and a five-foot side 
yard. 

We cannot disagree with the 
contention that much land 
remains available for 
development in this country. 
But developers must 
recognize that the supply of 
land is finite. 

We must have better 
planning and a semblance of 
order We must consider the 
rippling effect of every action 
that disturbs the land. 

We face a crisis of values. 
The people will settle it, with 
or without their leaders. Their 
decision against the land 
grabbers will come. The only 
question is, how soon? 
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Council 
raises 
mill rate 


NORTH COWICHAN - 
Norlh Cowichan council al its 
recent meeting approved the 
1974 general mill rate and the 
rate for recreational pur¬ 
poses. 

This year’s mill rate for 
general purposes, including 
3.56 mills for fire protection 
and one mill for utilities, has 
been increased from 25.5 mills 
to 29 mills. Two mills of this 
increase is for garbage 
collection service. 

The recreational mill rate in 
the northern part of North 
Cowichan will remain the 
sameat4.5 mills but this year, 
for the first time, the southern 
portion of the municipality 
will be levied 1.76 mills for the 
swimming pool now under 
construction 

Council recently gave first 
reading to a land use contract 
between the municipality and 
two Victoria companies. 
J.M.A. Enterprises Ltd. and 
Sherman Grove Development 
Ltd. for a development on 
Alinglon Road. 

The area comprises 2.85 
acres and the companies 
propose to create 17 strata - 
title lots. The residential 
buildings will be restricted to 
single-family dwellings and 
landscaping and parking will 
be provided. 

A company spokesman said 
the development would have 
"luxury condominium-type 
homes" and that trees would 
only be cut when necessary. 
"We will save all the trees we 
can." he said.

T.C. Douglas. NDF MP for

NEW SAFETY REGULATION 

Tugs carry buoys 


Buoys will trigger searches 


Canada will have a new sea 
safety regulation July 1 that 
will require coastal tugs to 
carry search initiator buoys. 

The buoys will 
automatically float 4 off, 
sending out signals, if a vessel 
sinks. 

Other countries, watching 
for the effect of the new 
Canadian law, are expected to 
follow suit. 

The requirement for buoys, 
made through amendment of 
the Canada Shipping Act, is 
the result of widespread 
concern about the numbers of 
lives lost in recent years from 
towboat sinkings in British 
Columbia waters. 

The Ministry of Transport 
was urged to take action by 
the Canadian Merchant 
Service Guild, the Company of 
Master Mariners, British 
Columbia Safety Council, and 
by members of the B.C. 
Towboat Owners’ Association. 

Search buoys will be com¬ 
pulsory for all tugs of more 
than five tons gross. 

Exempted from the buoy 
requirement are log salvage 
boats, tugs operating in 
sheltered waters, such as the 
Inner Harbor, or on inland 
lakes. 

Each search initiator buoy 


must be radar reflective and 
fluorescent orange in color, 
and has to be equipped with a 
radio transmitter, flashing 
light, anchor line, mooring 
rail and a floating mooring 
line. 

The radio transmitter 
begins operating immediately 
the buoy is afloat and must be 
capable of transmitting for at 
least 48 hours on specified 
frequencies. 

The flashing amber light 
will have an over all radius of 
at least five miles, operating 
for a minimum of 48 hours at 
peak output. 

The anchor line has to be 
capable of supporting a tensile 
load of not less than 1,000 
pounds without breaking. 

Several towboat companies 
have already installed the 
buoys on their ships. The 
buoys are also commonly used 
on many fishboats. 

The Pacific Coast Fisher¬ 
men’s Mutual Insurance Co. 
provides buoys at. its own 
expense for all ships insured 
by the company. As a result, 
several vessels have been 
recovered which otherwise 
would have been write-offs. 


The cost of buoys about four 
feet in height and 2 1 * feet in 
diameter is expected to be in 
the neighborhood of $2,000. 
Others, measuring about 14 
inches in diameter, which 
could be used on pleasure 
craft, are expected to cost 
about $1,000.

The establishment of lay . 
panels to assist federal and 
provincial judges in B.C. 
reach decisions affecting the 
welfare of children has been 
recommended by a royal 
commission on family and 
children’s law. 

Panels of two or three 
members each would be 
selected from the community 
and social or ethnic 
background of children who 
become the responsibility of 
the courts in cases of child 
abuse or neglect. 

Advisory role 

It would be the panel's duty 
to advise the judge whether a 
child should remain with 
parents, or be placed in a 
foster home, group home or 
other social agency. 

Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald said the govern¬ 
ment may introduce 
legislation during the current 
session that will ehable the 
appointment of the panels in 
every community. 

The commission, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Justice 
Thomas Berger, recommends 
that about 100 people be 
selected in each community to 
serve on a rotating basis. 

Diverse classes 

One of the main factors in 
support of its recom¬ 
mendation, the commission 
says, is that because of 
“cultural differences" bet¬ 
ween a judge and the families 
who come before him, he may 
not be qualified to render the 
best-possible judgment. 

"We have diverse classes, 
and their standards ought to 
be taken into account. We 
have diverse ethnic groups 
and their standards ought to 
be taken into account. People 
in working-class homes may 
have quite different ideas 
about the upbringing of 
children than people from 
middle-class homes,’’ the 
commission said in its report. 

Indians cited 

"It would not be right to 

# impose the views of either 

* class upon the other, but 
judges in looking into such 
cases, may be unduly ‘in¬ 
fluenced by their own notions 
of child rearing," it said. 

A good example, the report 
states, is the great number of 
cases involving native Indian 
children. 

"Cultural values in Indian 
communities may be quite 
different from those of the 
people responsible for child 
welfare in the province," it 
says.

Threepenny Opera is a delight 


By Express Music Critic 
One of the best local musical 
shows in Victoria for years is 
being presented at Langham 
Court. 

Victoria Theatre Guild and 
UVic Theatre have joined 
forces to present Bertolt 
Brecht s and Kurt Weill’s The 
Threepenny Opera 
The result is delightful. It 
glistens with expertise all 
along the line, from stage and 
costume design by Bill West 
and Irene Peiper, to the neat 
and lively musical direction of 
Maige Adelberg. 

Adelberg has devised a 
pleasantly spare but adequate 
accompaniment of piano with 
Randy Millan on string bass 
and Bruce Hum on trumpet. A 
delicate flute obligato is added 
at one point by Rosalind Scott 
Corruption and venality of 
officialdom was the theme of 
John Gay’s 18th century 
ballad opera from which the 


Brecht-Weill collaboration of 
the late 20 s was drawn. The 
satirical plot and characters 
follow the older work quite 
faithfully. 

Good casting and insight on 
the part of the diector, UVic’s 
Giles Hogya. bring forth a 
whole cavalcade of richly 
delineated characterizations 
He has handled the lilting 
tongue-in-cheek material with 
a light hand and well defined 
style. 

It is difficult to imagine a 
better opening for scene one 


than is created by John Heath 
as the Street Singer drawing 
back the scrim curtain, a 
tattered fop with rose in 
buttonhole, slyly inveigling 
the audience into the action. 

Nor a more pink cotton- 
candy-delicious Polly 
Peachum than is achieved by 
Susan North who sings like a 
lark; or a more debonair and 
likeable villain MacHeath 
than John Krich. In fact when 
Mack the Knife bares his 
shark's teeth he is more 
playful than menacing. 


Anthony Jenkins is at his 
acting best in the Fagin-ish 
role of J. J. Peachum. His 
makeup is excellent but this 
portrait goes far beyond mere 
externals to become a 
delightfully funny and 
memorable performance. 

Helen Smith's broad, 
blowsy Mrs Peachum is 
much embellished by her 
earthy rendering of such 
songs as He's Lyin', and Judy 
Bradshaw as MacHeath's wife 
number two. brings a 
vivacious style and winsome

Pulp mill to open 
in Port Alberni 


The MacMillan Bloedel pulp 
mill in Port Alberni was to re¬ 
open Monday after a week- 
long shutdown, as union and 
management headed into 
uninterrupted meetings in an 
effort to solve a dispute over 
wage revisions. 

Some 75 steam plant 
mechanics, members of the 
United Paperworkers In¬ 
ternational Union, walked off 
the job March 14. and the mill, 
which has about 1.200 em¬ 
ployees. was closed March 16. 

The men agreed Wednesday 
to return to work as 
negotiations resumed between 
union and management, but 
stayed away Thursday 
protesting what they called 


bad faith in the management 
stand. 

Associate deputy labor 
minister Jim Kinnaird 
chaired meetings Friday 
between the two sides, at the 
end of which it was agreed 
that the meetings should begin 
Monday. 

If a solution cannot be 
reached by next Monday, then 
the dispute will go to binding 
arbitration. with UBC 
professor Hugh Wilkinson 
accepted by both sides as sole 
arbiter. 

The dispute has centred 
around UP1U efforts to get 
wage revisions for its 
mechanics in line with those 
recently won by the In¬ 
ternational Woodworkers of 
America for tradesmen 


is produced locally at the 
Labatt’s plant on Govern¬ 
ment. 

If the mind boggles at the 
thought of all that suds, ac¬ 
cording to brewery 
spokesman Bruce Thom, draft 
sales only account for 30 per 
cent of business. The rest is 
done on bottles. 

However, that 30 per cent 
still amounts to $6 million a 
year spent in the Greater 
Victoria area annually on two- 
bit glasses of beer. 

And. as you reflect on those 
figures — perhaps while 
sipping one of those 1.776,000 
glasses of beer — you can also 
mull the idea that the brew 
was three weeks in the 
making from the time the 
hops, malt and corn sugar was 
infused with 5,000 gallons of 
water in a big brewing kettle 
until the bung was put in a 25- 
gallon barrel or the cap 
clicked onto a 12-ounce bottle. 

Over that time, the brew has 
been taken to boiling point, 
kept at a steady 52 degrees for 
a week to ferment, chilled to 
29 degrees for a week of first 
storage, warmed and then 
been chilled again and finally 
— if bottled — pasteurized for 
one minute and then zonked 
back to room temperature. 

According to Thom, that is 
the only difference between 
draft and bottled beer — the 
latter is pasteurized to halt 
any bacterological action that 
might have survived the 
previous brutal treatment 
because it has to last longer 
than a keg of draft. 

Lifespan of a barrel of draft 
is little more than a week, 
whereas a case of beer could 
kick around for three months 
or more before it ends up in 
your fridge at home. 

But the whole process now 
of making beer is so scientific 
that one feels it would be a 
very audacious bacteria in¬ 
deed that would dare to 
survive the stringent tests and 
quality control checks that 


accompany each step of the 
way. 

The old image of the portly 
brewmaster. a gentleman of 
Central European extraction 
standing beside his steaming 
vat, inhaling and then 
pronouncing “Ja, dot iss 
goot,” is no more. 

Right now. it’s more im¬ 
portant for the chap in charge 
of the mix to have a degree in 
organic chemistry or 
chemical engineering than a 
palate which matches the 
taste of guzzlers in his im¬ 
mediate area. 

It’s all part of the stan¬ 
dardization which has come 
into the business since the 
takeovers of little regional 
breweries by one or the other 
of the Big Three . . . Labatt’s. 
Molson’s and Carling’s. 

“The beer we brew here is 
just the same as the 
equivalent beer produced in 
other parts of Canada," said 
Thom. Continuous checks are 
made by the breweries across 
the country to ensure con¬ 
formity, he added. 

This, he feels, is beneficial 
to the beer drinker. 

“He now knows that the 
brew he likes here, he can 
drink in Toronto or Winnipeg 


or Montreal and it will taste 
exactly the same.” he said. 

Oft-quoted reports by 
connoisseurs of the hop that 
the beer in one part of the 
country “tastes different" 
than it does back home in 
another part just don’t fizz, he 
claimed. 

He had one simple 
suggestion for home-brewers 
. . . "Don’t bother.” 

“You just can’t make a 
brew at home in your 
basement that matches up to 
the commercial product," he 
said. 

“For one thing, you just 
don’t have $30,000 worth of 
filtering equipment in your 
basement." he pointed out. 

Another myth he exploded 
was the old saw about slap¬ 
ping beer into the fridge as 
soon as you get it home 

It just isn’t needed 

"As long as it’s kept in a 
cool place, it doesn’t matter if 
it’s refrigerated." 

The most-important thing is 
to keep it in the dark. 

"The big enemy of beer is 
light." Thom said. “Nothing 
can spoil a case faster than 
leaving it exposed to any kind 
of light." 


Community college 10 
approved by cabinet 


Final approval has been 
given by the cabinet for 
establishment of B.C.’s 10th 
community college. 

The new college will be in 
the Fraser Valley and has 
already been approved in 
principle by ratepayers in 
Hope, Chilliwack, Abbotsford, 
Mission and Agassiz- 
Harrison, with an 83.5 per cent 
affirmative vote in a 
plebiscite. 


The Valley College Task 
Force, which investigated the 
feasibility of a a liege in the 
area, recommended that it 
operate in temporary 
buildings in its initial stage 
and use public school 
facilities. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly said she supported that 
conclusion and hopes the 
college will be operating “in 
the very new future’’ in 
temporary buildings.
